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Sheikh Sabah 

Kuwait 
will not 
yield to 
blackmail

KUWAIT has said that it is 
prepared to lake the risk oflosing 
more passengers than give in to 
the demands of the hijackers. 

Deputy Premier and Foreign 
Minister Sheikh Sabah At 
Ahmed told a press conference in 
Kuwait after the end of a mini- 
summit of the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference that his 
government was “deeply sorry to 
have lost the hostages." 

He emphasised: “We will do 
our utmost lo secure the release 
of the passengers. But we will not 
give in to blackmail or terror- 
ism.*’ 

Leaders of the OIC have 
expressed support for and 
solidarity with Kuwait and-den- 
ounced the -“savage practices 
against the passengers of the 
hijacked airliner” and condem- 
ned them as “barbaric crime.”

Terror aboard Kuwaiti airliner 


Hijackers kill 

second hostage

THE horror of the hijack 
drama unfolding on the tar- 
mac of the Lamaca inter- 
national airport reached new 
heights yesterday when the 
hijackers of the Kuwait Air- 
ways airliner shot dead their 
second passenger making 
good their threat to kill a hos- 
tage if the plane is not 
refuelled. 

The body was tossed out of the 
front left door at 3.09 pm ( 1209 
GMT) yesterday. 

“Eitnerwe’U receive thefuel or 
you'll receive a corpse ” one of 
the hijackers told the Lamaca 
control tower at 2 pm. 

Contacted 

The body dressed in a blue top 
and grey shorts lay rigid on its 
back on the taxraacforabout half 
an hour before it was picked up 
by an airport ambulance. 

The hijackers who maintained 
silence until contacted by the 
control lower read the following 
statement: “We hereby 

announce to Kuwaiti and 
Cypriot .governments .that, we 
have executed a Kuwaiti officer 
and this is due to the wish of the 
Cypriot government which has 


decided to support criminal 
countries against the people 
looking for freedom. 

“We hereby assure that our 
demands are complete and does 
not accept partitioning as broad- 
cast by news agencies. We also 
confirm that the craft must be 
refuelled immediately before we 
take more dangerous steps.” 

Sources said the victim had 
two bullet wounds above his 
right eye. 

The body was tossed out of the 
aircraft only seven minutes after 
a delegation comprising a PLO 
official Milad Abdu and Lhe 
Cypriot director of Civil Avia- 
tion Michael Erodolu completed 
their fourth trip to the aircraft. 

They were trying to extend the 
deadline first set for ! .00 pm but, 
later extended to 2.50 pm as the 
hijackers talked to negotiators. 

“We hereby appeal to the 
Cypriot government that we are 
intending to Lake off to a neutral 
country." the hijackers said in 
setting the first deadline. 

Refuelled 

“Therefore, you are kindly 
requested within one hour to 
start refuelling the aircraft. 

“Otherwise we'll kill a person- 
ality . related to the unjust 
Kuwaiti regime. And we hereby 
remind you, the world, that we 
have released a passenger as a 


Air pirates receiving 
outside orders 


PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
said yesterday it seemed that the 
hijackers of a Kuwaiti airliner 
now in Cyprus were receiving 
outside orders. 

“It seems they are receiving 
outside orders, outside even 
Lebanon,'" be said. He did not 
elaborate but his other remarks 
suggested he thought Tehran 
might be involved. 

The PLO has played a central 
role in trying to negotiate an end 
to the week-long drama, in which 
Arabic-speaking gunmen have 
killed two Kuwaiti passengers to 
press demands for the release of 
17 Islamic militants jailed in 
Kuwait for political violence. 

Contact 

Arafat said he needed lo know 
all points of view before discuss- 
ing details of the negotiations. 
These points of view, he said, 
were “coming noi only from 
Beirut — they are coming also 
from Tehran.” 

He said he did not know who 


carried out the hijacking but he 
had asked PLO officials in 
Lebanon to contact groups 
there. 

Lebanese security sources say 
the hijackers are members of 
Hezbollah, but the Lebanese 
Muslim Shi’ite fundamentalist 
group denies it. 

“But all these groups who are 
working in BeiruL belong lo the 
Iranian side," Arafat said. 

He said two of the hijackers 
were Bahraini, four Lebanese, 
and two were of unknown 
nationality. Aviation sources 
said separately that two of them 
might be Kuwaiti. 

Asked if there was any 
progress in the negotiations, 
Arafat replied: “Not yei.” 

He is in Kuwait for a meeting 
of the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference but has stayed in 
close touch with PLO 
negotiators in Cyprus. He dis- 
cussed the hijacking today with 
HH the Amir of Kuwait. 


Cool spokesman has 
detailed knowledge 


LARNACA. Cyprus, Apnl 11. 
(Reuter): The hijackers of the 
Kuwait Airways airliner reveal 
in repeated radio contacts with 
Lamaca airport control tower 
that they have detailed 
knowledge of lhe modem avia- 
tion world. 

Their main spokesman, who 
always identifies himself on Lhe 
radio as “Kuwait 422.” the 
plane's flight number, has shown 
a deep understanding of aircraft 
radio procedures and 
vocabulary. 

He clearly understands the 
technicalities of air-condition- 
ing. ground power supplies, 
catering, sewerage disposal and 
other complex systems of a 
jumbo jet. 

Voicing 

Journalists monitoring his 
sometimes indistinct voice heard 
him say: “I have been a flight 
engineer.” 

Unlike in previous hijackings 
in Lhe Middle East, when gun- 
men have become hysterical in 
voicing their demands, those at 
Lamaca remained calm on the 
radio throughout 

Even after they killed a 
Kuwaiti border guard on Satur- 


day, the spokesman told the con- 
trol lower simply: “Send a coffin 
and an ambulance.” 

Their demands for refuelling 
and for the release of 1 7 terrorists 
jailed in Kuwait were read in the 
same deadpan lone as confirma- 
tion that they had served break- 
fast lo their hostages or found the 
air supply from a unit on the 
ground too warm. 

The spokesman has combined 
cool, rock-hard determination 
with an apparent reluctance to 
kill hostages. 

Dumped 

Even so, today the gunmen 
dumped a second body on the 
tarmac after arguing over plans 
for refuelling the airliner. 

The man, speaking fluent, 
educated English with an Arab 
accent, often consulted his 
colleagues on crucial decisions 
like agreeing to extend deadlines. 

When he read statements he 
sometimes said he had had to 
translate them from Arabic. 
Cyprus officials say there are 
seven or eight hijackers. 

• A Kuwaiti newspaper earlier 
reported that one of the hijackers 
is a pilot and took control of the 
airliner while it was overflying 
Beirut on Friday. 


goodwill intention but it seems 
that this goodwill intention is 
unproductive.” 

As the deadline passed with- 
out the plane being refuelled the 
hijackers demanded “a yes or no 
answer” to their demand for 1 04 
(which is probably meant to be 
104 tons of fuel). In the last 
attempt to talk lo the hijackers 
into extending the deadline. 
Erodolu stood on Lhe tarmac 
speaking lo them through a loud- 
speaker while Abdu stood close 
to the vehicle which broughL 
them to the aircraft. 

in an exchange with the hijack- 
ers the control tower referred to 
“the offer” but the hijackers 
shrugged it ofTand repeated their 
demand for fuel. 

Yesterday morning, the 
exchange between the 
negotiators and hijackers began 
on a cordial note. The hijackers 
who reported the failure of air 
conditioning system and deman- 
ded that ground generator be 
switched on, thanked the control 
tower for its cooperation. 

The negotiators offered sup- 
plies of coffee, food and 
medicine. But from then 
onwards the situation, was 
steadily worsening with the 
hijackers repeating demands for 
fuel and the negotiators making 
trips to the aircraft,

Radio exchanges with air pirates 

From cheese to death 


LARNACA, April 11, ( Reuter): 
Monday started quietly at Lar- 
naca airport with the control 
tower asking if the hijackers wan- 
ted breakfast 

Before the day was out the 
tower was arranging to collect a 
dead body. 

“Good morning K uwait 422," 
the control tower official said, 
using the call sign of the hijacked 
Kuwaiti Boeing 747. 

“Are you going to have break- 
fast?" 

“We have from yesterday the 
cheese,” replied a hijacker. “And 
already we have distributed the 
cheese to them.” 

Answer 

“Roger. Should you wish any- 
thing further please advise us.” 

During the morning, media- 
tors Malath Abdu, an official of 
the PLO, and Michael 
Erodotou. director of Civil 
Aviation in Cyprus, went to the 
plane for talks they conducted 
through megaphones. 


After they returned to the ter- 
minal, the hijacker asked: “Are 
they preparing the fuel?” 

Tower: “The Cypriot repre- 
sentative says that he will discuss 
the issue with you.” 

Hijacker "He has to proceed? 
Alone and what we have agreed 
about ... has to follow him. He 
will proceed first and then the 
other thing that we asked him 
(for), it has to follow him 
immediately ... I would like to see 
the firm answer in front of my 
eyes before he is coming.” 

The hijacker was apparently 
referring to a fuel truck. 

“They are preparing a reply,” 
the lower said. 

"We have already postponed 
too much,” said the hijacker. 
“Advise them they have post- 
poned too much.” 

Tower: “The Cypriot repre- 
sentative advises that the delega- 
tion is starting now on its way to 
the aircraft.” 

Hijacker “It is coming with 


them or what? I would like to 
know frankly if we have the first 
part of the fuel or not.” 

Tower “The Cypriot repre- 
sentative says he will tell you 
when he is at the aircraft.” 
Erodotou and Abdu went 
outto the p lane where they spoke 
to the hijackers, again through 
megaphones from the ground, 
then returned to the terminal. 

Minutes later photographers 
watching the plane through tele- 
photo lenses saw a bloodied body 
drop to the tarmac. 

Tower "We see something on 
the ground by the aircraft. Do 
you have any information?" 

Hijacker “I am in the cabin, 1 
am in the cockpit. 1 shall check 
and come back to you.” 

After a pause, the hijacker 
returned to the radio with a 
statement saying a second hos- 
tage had been killed. 

“The ambulance is starting 
now for the aircraft to pick up the 
body.” the control tower official 
said in a deadpan voice.

6,500 missiles in two cities 


Ammunition dump 
blast death 
toll rises to 93 


ISLAMABAD, April 1 1, (Agen- 
cies): Pakistanis angrily ques- 
tioned armed forces safety 
precautions today after 
explosions at a weapons dump 
bombarded Islamabad and 
Rawalpindi with missiles and 
killed 93 people. 

Grief-stricken men and 
women in Lhe adjacent twin cities 
searched for missing relatives in 
bomb-cratered streets where 
pedestrians had limbs blown off 
in a hail of shells and rockets 
yesterday. 

Markets dosed in major towns 
at the start of three days of 
national mourning and doctors 
set up emergency relief camps 
near blackened and shell-shat- 
tered buildings. 

President Zia-ul-Haq told a 
news conference the disaster was 
an extraordinary accident. He 
dismissed press speculation that 
it was the work of saboteurs. 

A retired Army officer said he 
saw US-supplied 3.7-inch and 
56mra rockets and recoilless rifle 
shells among the thousands of 
projectiles that showered out of 
the camp, 10 km (six miles! from 
the centre oflslama bad. 

Zia said the authorities had 
received reports of more than 
6.500 missiles scattered in the 
area of which 5.910 had been 
cleared by bomb disposal teams. 

Four US Navy bomb disposal 
experts who flew in to help dis- 
arm the unexploded munitions 
started work today, a US 
embassy spokesman said. 

Afghan President Najibullah 
sent a message of “deep grief and 
sorrow” to Zia and called the 
explosions at Ojri Army camp a 
tragic accident, official Kabul 
Radio, monitored here, said. 

Zia, who cut short a visit to 
Kuwait early today after bring 


informed of the disaster, told 
reporters several people includ- 
ing an Army major were missing 
and believed wounded. 

Ninety-three people had been 
killed and about 1 , 1 00 injured, of 
whom 60 per cent had been dis- 
charged after treatment in hosp- 
ital, Zia said. 

An inquiry ordered by Prime 
Minister Mohammad Khan Jun- 
ejo would show what caused the 
explosion,’ he said. 

He described as mere specula- 
tion suggestions that arms stored 
at Ojri could have been meant for 
Afghan anti-communist 
guerrillas fighting the Soviet- 
backed Kabul govemmenL 

“it is nothing but speculation, 
mere conjecture,” he said when 
asked about a report in the Brit- 
ish newspaper the Times that the 
blast might have been caused by 
people trying to slop arms sup- 
plies to the Muslim mujahedeen 
guerrillas. 

The main Afghan guerrilla 
parties are based in Pakistan, 
which is also host to three million 
Afghan refugees from the nine- 
year-old war in their country. 

Pakistani authorities have 
accused agenLs of the Kabul 
government of planting bombs 
m Pakistan. Kabul denies the 
charges. 

Hospital doctors said news 
reports that more than 300 peo- 
ple had been killed were false. 
Initially there was confusion 
about the number of casualties 
because of the extent of the bom- 
bardment. 

Missiles flew up to 1 5 km (nine 
miles) from the camp which lies 
.between Islamabad and Rawal- 
pindi, cities with a combined 
population of one million.

OCCUPIED Jerusalem, April 
II. (Agencies): Israel today 
expelled right Arabs accused of 
leading the Palestinian uprising 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
and issued deportation orders 
against 12 others, including six 
residents of the West Bank 
village where an Israeli teenage 
girl was killed last week. 

In a related development, the 
Army said the number of Pales- 
tinians arrested since the upris- 
ing in the territories began four 
months ago had passed 4,800. 

.Palestinian sources said sol- 
diers shot and killed a protester 
in the West Bank town of Jenin 
today, bringing to 138 the num- 
ber of Arabs killed in the unrest. 
An Israeli soldier and the teenage 
girl have been the only Israeli 
casualties. 

Freeze 

The expulsions ended an unof- 
ficial freeze on deportations — a 
practice condemned by most of 
the world, including the United 
States, Israel’s closest ally — and 
threatened to set off a new round 
of violent protests. 

“1 thought they would not 
deport them because I thought 
they might want lo calm the 
(Arab) population,” said Israeli 
civil rights attorney Felicia Lan- 
ger, who represents four of the 
deportees.

Threat 
to kill US 
officer

50 Thais I Jordan rejects flimsy excuses 

die in bus | sra el must return Arab land 


die in bus 
crash 

BANGKOK, April 1 l,(UPl):At 
least fifty people were killed and 
1 1 injured in Thailand’s worst 
highway accident when a bus 
packed with passengers crashed 
into a bridge Lhen plunged into a 
deep irrigation canal, police said 
today. 

With the casualty figures still 
incomplete, police officers said 
that never before had so many 
people died in a single road crash 
in Thailand. 

“The bus, packed with about 
70 people, crashed into the con- 
crete railing of a bridge on the 
Chainat-Manorom district high- 
way ” said Col. Soravuth Hut- 
awat&na, police chief of Chainal 
province, 160 km north of Ban- 
gkok. 

“All of the passengers killed 
were trapped inside the bus when 
it fell into the canal," Soravuth 
told United Press International 
in a telephone interview. 

Police officers said the 
accident occurred on Sunday. 

Police today found the bodies 
of five more passengers about 1 
km from the crash site, Soravuth 
said. 

“Most of the victims died 
because they could not get out of 
the submerged bus," a Chainat 
police officer said. 

Police said that after impact 
the bus plummeted about 20 feet 
into the muddy water below the 
bridge. 

Bodies 

Police and relief workers 
struggled eight hours to retrieve 
bodies from the submerged 
wreckage in the 32-foal-deep 
(lO-m)canal. 

Rescue efforts were hampered 
by the steep banks of the 50-fool- 
wide (15-m) canal, strong 
currents, and murky water, 
police said. ' 

“Judging from the evidence, 
the accident was caused by the 
right front tire bursting, sending 
the vehicle out of control," the 
police chief said. 

“Looking at the damage to the 
concrete railing on the right side 
of the bridge, I believe the bus 
was speeding,” he said. 

After the accident, Saisith Por- 
nkaew, governor of Chainat, 
province, called for strict enfor- 
cement of highway speed limits. 

“This is the worst accident to 
happen to so many people at any 
one time,” the governor said. “I 
never thought this could hap- 
pen.” 


AMMAN, April U, (Reuter): ■ 
Jordan's Prime Minister Zaid A1 ' - 
Rifa’i said today Israel should 
drop its flimsy excuses and wfthft 
draw from all occupied Arab 
land in return for peace. 

“Without a total Israeli with- 
drawal from the occupied 
territories, including Jerusalem, 
we are talking about surrender 
not peace," he sid. 

“The settlement must- not in' 
any way reflect the weight of con- 
quest. If is an exchange of 
territory for peace." Rifa’i told 
Reuters in an interview. “Why 
should Israel claim a right to 
keep or annex any part of the. 
occupied territories.” 

Requirements 

Israel captured the West Bank 
from Jordan, the Golan Heights 
from Syria and the Gaza Strip 
from EgypL in the 1967 Middle 
East war. It has since annexed the 
Golan Heights and East 
Jerusalem. 

“Those flimsy excuses they 
give about security are really not 
worth arguing about because 
security is not positions on the 
ground, especially in modem 


warfare with modem weapons 
and missiles. And anyway, 
security has to be mutual” Rifa’i 
said. 

Jordan had told to US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
what it considered the basic 
requirements for Middle East 
peaceduringhis trip to the region 
last week. 

“I believe the United States 
and Secretary Shultz now realise 
more than ever what the 
requirements for peace are and 
until those are met it isn’t going 
to be possible to have any 
progress,” Rifa’i said. 

' US plan 

King Hussein set out Jordan's 
stance m a letter to Shultz saying 
an international conference 
under UN auspices was the only 
forum for peace talks and any 
settlement should allow the 
Palestinians their rights to self- 
determination. 

■ Israeli officials said Shultz 
might return to the Middle East 
for a third peace shuttle soon 
after meeting Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 


in Moscow on April 21 . 

. No state in the region has for- 
mally accepted or rejected Shul- 
tz’s plan foran international con- 
ference to precede direct Arab- 
JsraeJj talks on interim Palestin- 
ian self-rule in the West Bank and 
Gaza, to be followed by final 
peace negotiations. 

Israel's coalition government 
is split over the proposals. Shultz 
has praised King Hussein for his 
exploratory approach. 

“The international conference 
'should not be ... a photo oppor- 
tunity. Just a mechanism to- 
launch direct talks,” Rifa’i said. 
a Lt should not have power to 
veto agreements, but “it must 
play a role in assisting the parties 
to arrive at a settlement.”

He said the conference should 
reflect the “moral weight" of the 
live permanent members of the 
UN Security Council. The Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) must take part, though 
the PLO should decide how this 
should be done.

I won’t meet Arafat: Jackson 


NEW YORK, April II, (UPI): 
Civil rights leader Jesse Jackson 
vows that as President he would 
not meet with Yasser Arafat 
unless the PLO leader changes 
his longstanding position and 
recognises Israel’s right to exist. 

Jackson, in an apparent 
attempt to win Jewish support 
for the April 19 New York 
Democratic presidential 
primary, announced his stand on 
future meetings with Arafat dur- 
ing interviews with rival Seantor 
Albert Gore Jr. on CBS Telev- 
ision. 

“I am convinced that tough 
(US) leadership must challenge 
the Palestinians to recognise 
Israel’s right to exist and .vice 
versa," Jackson said. 

Jackson, who has come under 
fire from Gore for a 1979 visit 
with Arafat, was then asked if he 
would meet again with the leader 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation if the PLO contin- 
ues to refuse to recognise Israel. 

“It would not,” Jackson said 
flatly. 

Jackson's ''comments, along 


with statements by Gore in 
favour of Israel, marked the con- 
tinuing jockeying between the 
two candidates for support 
among New York Jews. 

Tour 

Gore, a senator from Tennes- 
see, spent the afternoon touring 
the heavily Hasidic Jewish 
Borough Para section of Brook- 
lyn, home to the largest number 
ofWorld Warll Nazi concentra- 
tion camp survivors in the 
United States.

World Court hears 
PLO office dispute 


THE HAGUE, April 11, (AP): 
World Court hearings began 
today on the dispute between the 
United States and the. United 
Nations over US plans to close 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation mission to the United 
Nations. 

Before the court is a UN 
request for an opinion on 
whether the US government 
must accept arbitration in the 
dispute, which emanates from 
anti-terrorist legislation signed 
into a law by President Ronald 
Reagan last December. 

That law, which classifies the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) as a “terrorist organ- 
isation” and bars it from operat- 
ing on US territory, led the US 
government to order the PLO's 
New.York .mission, to. tfee t UK-. 
closed, a manoeuvre condemned 
by all UN member nations 
except the United States and 
Israel. 

“The UN Secretary-General 
has the strong desire to avoid any 
confrontation with the host 
country,” UN undersecretary- 
general Carl-August Fleisch- 
hauer of West Germany told the 
court. But he stressed that the 


United Nations “urges the court 
to declare that indeed there is an 
obligation to the United States” 
to submit the PLO office dispute 
to independent arbitration. 

The PLO is unable to plead its 
case here because only nation 
states and UN bodies are entitled 
to appear before the World 
Court, the judicial arm of the 
United Nations. 

A representative of the PLO’s 
information office in this 
diplomatic capital watched the 
proceedings from the visitors' 
gallery in the ornate peace palace 
where the court sits.

1 6 Tamil rebels killed in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO, April 11, (AP): 
Four Tamil rebels committed 
suicide by swallowing cyanide 
and 12 others were killed by 
Indian and Sri Lankan troops in 
the northern and eastern parts of 
the island, officials said today. 

Eight of the rebels were killed 
Sunday when Sri Lankan sol- 
diers raided a jungle hideout in 
northern Sri Lanka's Anurad- 
hapura district, 165 kilometres 
northeast of Colombo, a Sri Lan- 
kan military official said. 

He said the camp was used by 
the Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam, the largest Tamil rebel 
group, and apparently was the 


springboard for last week’s mas- 
sacre of 14 Sinhalese villagers. 

The hideout is 16 kilometres 
northeast of Merigaswela where 
villagers' mutilated bodies were 
found Friday. Two of the vio-. 
tims' national identity cards were 
found in the rebel camp, the 
military official said. 

Arms 

The raiding party confiscated 
two Soviet-designed AK-47 
assault rifles, one Chinese ver- 
sion of the AK-47, a submachine 
gun and a shotgun, said the 
official, requesting anonymity. 

On Saturday, four Tamil 
Tigers in Batticaloa committed 


suicide by biting the cyanide cap- 
sules the rebels wear around the 
neck to avoid being captured, an 
Indian diplomat in Colombo 
said. 

The four were on the verge of 
being taken by the Indian 
peacekeeping force in Bat- 
ticaloa, 230 kilometres east of 
Colombo, according to the 
diplomat 

At least 200 Tamil rebels are 
thought to have committed' 
suicide with cyanide capsules 
since launching their separatist 
war against the Sinhalese 
majority four years ago, accord- 
ing to reports.-

Reagan, in a speech Sunday to 
the annua) convention of the 
National Association of Broad- 
casters at-a downtown hoteL said 
he expects an agreement to be 
signed in Geneva “in the very 
near Future” for a Soviet withdr- 
awal. 

The pact, negotiated under the 
auspices of the United Nations, 
is expected to be signed this week, 
with the Soviet Union and the 
United Slates guaranteeing a set- 


tlement of the war. 

'“If that accord is complied 
with, and the Soviets withdraw 
irrevocably from that long-suf- 
fering country, this will be a great 
victory for its heroic people, 
whom we shall continue to sup- 
port,”' Reagan said. 

“It will also be a major con- 
tribution to the improvement of 
East-West relations.” the

Communication 
gap main reason 
for juvenile 
delinquency 

SAQUER Saleh Al Sudan, the 
Assistant Undersecretary for 
Administrative Affairs at 
Kuwait's Ministry of Commun- 
ications. said the main reason for 
juvenile delinquency was the lack 
of understanding and commun- 
ication between parents and their 
children. 

He said that parents were res- 
ponsible for delinquency because 
of their neglect and carelessness. 
Some fathers are out of the house 
much of the time, he said, leaving 
children unsupervised and easily 
influenced by friends. He added 
that delinquency had increased 
in families where the parents 
were divorced.

Consumers urged to switch off 
air-conditioners when not necessary 


R EG U L A R maintenance of air- 
conditioning equipment is neces- 
sary to ensure cooi accommoda- 
tion during the Kuwait summer. 

Air-conditioning mechanics 
told a local newspaper that a well 
maintained air-conditk ner 
would last more than ten years 
without technical problems. 

They pointed ouL that ideal 
operation, of the equipment 
would save money for both the 
government and the public. They 
said that air-conditioners con- 
sumed 42 per cent of the total 
power generated in Kuwait, and 
added that two air-conditioners 
of 24,000 BTU each consumed 
about 1,600 kilowatts which cost 
the government about KD 3 for 
the electricity used . 


Harmful 

Officials have urged con- 
sumers to switch off unnecessary 
air-conditioners, pointing out 
that the extra power consumed 
was a waste and there was no 
need to keep air-conditioners 
running in empty rooms or halls. 

Some experiments conducted 
by the Kuwait institute for Scien- 
tific Research (Kisr) have shown 


that it is possible to save about 40 
per cent' of the total power by 
using air-conditioners properly. 

Some housewives feel proud 
that they keep their air-con- 
ditioners running all through the 
summer, the newspaper said. It 
has been medically proved, 
however, that the ideal house 
temperature during summer is 
24" Celsius. Any lower tem- 
perature will be harmful. 

Officials said that Kuwait's 
power consumption needed to be 
guided, pointing out, for ins- 
tance, that some families left 
their air-conditioners working 
when they travelled abroad. 
Some families said that keeping 
the house cool was necessary for 
the house plants which would 
otherwise shrivel. This wastage 
however cost the government 
more than KD 100 million. 

An air-conditioning mainten- 
ance mechanic, Ghassan Daqaq, 
said that most people brought 
their air-conditioners to be 
cleaned and maintained about 
this time of the year, just before 
the summer. He added that peo- 
ple who waited until the summer 


had started and then demanded 
quick work caused many 
problems. He urged owners to 
brine their units early to avoid 


contusion. 


Cleaned 


He advised that filters should 
be cleaned at least once every 
fortnight. 

He said that penpje should 
take the size of the- room info' 
consideration when buying an 
air-conditioner.* - 

An air-conditioner salesman, 
Jawad Jafar, said* some cus- 
tomers preferred to buy air-con- 
ditioners during the sales in May. 
He said that Japanese air-con- 
di ti oners cost more this year than 
last year because of the increase 
in the exchange rate of the yen. 
Window air-conditioners sold 
belter than other types because 
they were cheaper and more 
practical. 

Another salesman, Hamoud 
As four, said that air-conditioner 
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sales during 1987 were better 
than in 1986. He said that

A shopkeeper, Nasr Allah Ali, 
said that people in Kuwait had 
become better shoppers than 
before and had a higher market 
awareness. He said goods were 
sold at wholesale prices to make 
people return. 

Another shopowner said that 
women bargained over prices 
more chan men.

Consumption of goods drops 


THE ADVISOR to the Arab 
Planning Institute, Eh* Ramzi 
Zaki said the consumption of 
goods and services dropped 
dramatically from 1982 to 1985.

He added 
that the Kuwait economy is at a 
critical stage because of the 
collapse in oil prices, the Iraq- 
I ran war and the consequences of 
the Manakh crisis. 

He added that the government 
was responsible for 30 per cent of 
the consumpi ton of goods and 
services during the period from 
1971 to 1985, while private con- 
sumption represented only 70 
per wnt during the same period.

Iran is behind 
the hijacking 

WE should not continue deceiving ourselves. From the 
first few moments of the hijacking, it appeared thatit was 
executed by a country and not by an organisation. 

The carefully planned hijacking and then directing the 
plane to Mashhad, Iran, certainly suggests that the 
hijackers are instruments of a state — Iran — the leader 
of international terrorism. 

Frankly speaking, Iran is behind the hijacking and 
kidnapping operations.

Mystery surrounds 
tussle over Spratlys

BANGKOK, (Reuter): The 
Spratly Islands in the South 
China Sea have suddenly become 
much more than specks on a 
map. 

The remote atolls of white 
sand and palm trees, a perfect, 
backdrop for a city-dweller’s 
fantasy, are the setting for an 
Asian imbroglio of violence and 
international complexity. 

Three weeks after a clash bet- 
ween the armed forces of China 
and Vietnam disputing owner- 
ship of the islands, diplomats are 
still pondering its real cause and 
implications. 

“We are clutching at straws,” 
said a diplomat in Bangkok, 
looking for theories to explain 
the confrontation, that also tou- 
ches key interests of the two 
superpowers. 

Both stales, the biggest com- 
munist powers in the region, lay 
claim to the Spratlys, a collection 
of 33 islands and scores of 
surrounding coral reefs, and 
accuse the other of expansion- 
ism. 

The Philippines, Malaysia and 
Taiwan also claim all or part of 
the archipelago, and have forces 
stationed on some islands, which 
lie on major shipping routes and 
may have oil deposits. 

Opposes 

All three are members of the 
non-communist Association of 
South East Asian Nations 
(Asean). which strongly opposes 
Vietnam in Kampuchea. 

There have been no reports of 
further clashes since the March 
14 fight, in which Vietnam says 
three of its supply ships were 
sunk, three of its soldiers killed 
and 74 missing. 

Although Vietnam and China 
have kept up a barrage of threats 
and accusations, diplomats see 
no danger of the B conflict 
developing, citing supply 
problems for both sides. 

Vietnam is closer and has 
easier access to the islands for its 
fighter planes. They have been 
making reconnaissance flights 
out of Cam Ranh Bay base. 


which is also used by the Soviet 
Union. 

But the Vietnamese fleet of 
seven aged frigates and a cluster 
of coastal vessels is no match for 
the task force of two destroyers 
and submarines sent by China in 
January. 

Each says the other has about 
30 vessels in the archipelago and 
Vietnam says China has 
occupied six islands since mid- 
March. 

Hostile 

Relations between the two 
states, allies during the fight 
against the US presence in Viet- 
nam. have been hostile since 
Vietnam's 1978 invasion of 
Kampuchea to oust the Khmer 
Rouge, which was backed by 
China. 

Vietnam, which calls the 
islands the Truong Sa, says it has 
had sovereignty over the 
archipelago, which lies abou 1 250 
nautical miles off its east coast, 
for centuries. 

China, which calls them the 
Nansha Islands, says its claim 
goes bade more than 2,000 years, 
and cites Vietnamese govern- 
ment atlases and school books 
from the 1 970s as acknowledging 
this. 

Hanoi says the fighting 
involved Vietnamese defence 
against a Chinese landing party. 
Beijing said it involved Chinese 
defence against a Vietnamese 
landing party on one of the 
islands. 

One theory considered by 
some Western diplomats is that 
China, by sendingits forces to the 
islands, might have been challen- 
ging the Soviet Union, which has 
a treaty of friendship with Viet- 
nam. 

“They may have calculated — 
rightly — that the Soviet Union 
would not come out too strongly 
for Vietnam, and that might 
underline Hanoi's sense of being 
on their own.” one analyst said. 

Another speculated that 
China might have deliberately 
stirred up trouble in the South 
China Sea to remind the United 
States of the fragility of security 
in the area.

Afghanistan accord lifts UN spirits

UNITED NATIONS, (Reuter): 
The UN-sponsored Afghanistan 
accord has lifted spirits here, 
encouraging hopes that the lack- 
lustre organisation’s record of 
dismal failures may at last be 


Officials including Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
hesitated to trumpet success 
before the agreement had been 
given a chance to work, but the 
mood was upbeat 
“The UN finally hit a home 
run,'* one delegate said. 

By common consent, it was 
badly needed after years of being 
relegated to the political sidelines 
and dismissed by a growing body 
of critics as little more than a 
high-living talking shop. 

The accord is also Perez de 
Cuellar’s first political success 
since he succeeded Kurt Wald- 
heim — how the -controversial 
president of Austria — in Jan- 
uary 1982. The accord was 
negotiated by Under Secretary- 
General Diego Cordovez. but he 
functioned as Perez de Cuellar's 
personal representative and was 
under his direction. 

The secretary-general himself 
began the Afghanistan peace 
initiative in February 1981 as 


Waldheim's emissary. When he 
succeeded Waldheim, Perez de 
Cuellar turned over his Afghan- 
istan responsibilities to Cor- 
dovez, a career UN official from 
Ecuador. 

Because of their joint role, 
both men have been mentioned 
as possible candidates for the 
1 988 Nobel peace prize. 

Perez de Cuellar is counting no 
chickens before they are hatched. 
Ever cautious, he still calls the 
agreement a first step. 

“Its implementation in good 
faith, as for any agreement, 
remains a key condition," he said 
in a statement welcoming the 
outcome of seven years of talks. 

Cordovez’s latest Geneva 
round of talks was the 12th. In 
April 1982, he began visits to 
Afghanistan. Pakistan and Iran 
and made six more arduous trips 
to the region before ah accord 
was reached. 

Withdrawals 

Early in his negotiations, Cor- 
dovez said that 95 per cent of the 
agreement was drafted. As the 
talks dragged on, friends often 
teased him about the remaining 
five percent — the hard pan as it 
included the necessary Soviet 
assent to a timetable for the start 
and completion of troop withdr- 
awals. 

These are to begin on May 1 5, 


take nine months to complete 
and be monitored by UN 
military observers. 

If there was a major flaw in 
Cordovez's settlement plan, 
diplomats said, it was the 
absence of provision for a 
ceasefire between Afghan gover- 
nment troops and the insurgent 
forces of the mujahedeen. 

One Western ambassador, 
dntwinga finger across his throat 
in an expressive gesture, said he 
feared a bloodbath if Afghans 
again took up arms to settle 
political scores as Soviet troops 
pulled out. 

Ifso, the United Nations could 
be drawn in militarily, as it was in 
the former Belgian Congo in the 
1 960s at huge costs for the organ- 
isation. 

Quarrelled 

Secretary-General Dag Ham- 
marskjoeld lost his life in 1 961 on 
a Congo peace mission and the 
United Nations came close to 
collapse’ as the major powers 
quarrelled over its role in the 
strife-torn African state. 

But in Geneva. UNnegotiator 
Cordovez appeared optimistic 
on Friday that Afghanistan 
would not duplicate the Congo 
experience. 

“The Afghans are tired of hos- 
tilities and they don't want any 
more suffering,” he said. 


Cordovez expressed no doubt 
that they would work together 
for the peace the accord was 
intended to achieve. 

Perez de Cuellar’s caution 
about the future notwithstand- 
ing, in the flush of satisfaction 
over Cordovez's successful 
negotiations, the UN commun- 
ity appeared more inclined this 
weekend to accentuate the 
positive. 

One immediate effect of the 
accord is expected .to be an 
upsurge of goodwill for the 
Soviet Union, whose relations 
with the Third World majority 
here were severely strained by the 
A fghanistan intervention. 

When Soviet troops withdraw 
from Afghanistan, there will be 
1 7 groups contending for power. 

They can be divided largely 
into four camps: The People’s 
Democratic Parry of Afghanis- 
tan (PDPA) in Kabul; ex-king 
Tahir Shah, exiled in Rome;'the 
eight-party alliance of Islamic 
Revolution based in Iran, and 
the seven-party Islamic Unity of 
Afghan Mujahedeen based in 
Pakistan. 

The PDPA seized power in 
Kabul in 1979, setting up a one- 
party state backed by Soviet for- 
ces. It is plagued by in-fighting 
between its two major factions, 
the Parcham (Flag) and the 


Khalq (Masses) and the schism 
could widen after a Soviet with- 
drawal. , . 

Although party leaders have 
publicly embraced pluralism, a 
mixed economy and Islam, they 
are still seen as pro-Soviet com- 
munists. . , . 

President Najibullah, 41, is 
overall PDPA leader and 
belongs to the Parcham faction. 
A former secret policeman who 
has been in power since 1986, 
Najibullah is hated by guerrilla 
groups and refugees. 

Enemies 

Despite the “national recon- 
ciliation policy” he launched that 

year, he is seen as an unlikely 
peacemaker with too many 
enemies to play a leading role in 
post-Soviet Afghanistan. 

Former King Zahir Shah, 73, 
has lived in Rome since he was 
toppled by his cousin, Moham- 
med Daoud, in a 1973 coup, but 
he remains popular among Afgh- 
ans including refugees. 

Many say he has the status and 
authority to establish a tran- 
sitional government and is stay- 
ing above party political strife, 
awaiting the right moment' to 
Twfllrg his move. 

The former monarch, seen by 


in the 1950s, has rejected any 
coalition with the PDPA. 

The eight-party Alliance of 
Islamic Revolution, claiming a 
total mujahedeen (guerrilla) 
strength of 100,000, is active in 

Shi’iterdominated central Afgh- 
anistan. 

The Alliance, led by clergy, 
advocates an Iranian-style 
Islamic government. A coalition 
between this group and the 
Marxists they describe as “killers 
of a million martyrs" is unthink- 
able. 

The biggest of the Alliance’s 
right groups is the Nasr (victory) 
Organisation with 40,000 
guerrillas. Dating back to Zahir 
Shah’s reign, Nasr is run by a 
council of clerics and laymen 
based in Tehran. 

Another leading member of 
Lhe alliance is the Harekat-e 
Islami (Islamic Movement), 
established in 1979 .and active in 
17 provinces including Kabul. It 
is led by Ayatollah. Mohammad 
Nasser Mohseni, in his 50s, who 
has fought against Marxists for 
13 years.

French hostage stories stir controversy

PARIS, (UPI): The widow of 
French hostage Michel Seurat 
has launched a bitter attack on 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac 
and President Francois Mit- 
terrand in a dramatic book that 
both are ignoring as presidential 
elections draw near. 

“The prime minister, who on 
taking office reproached his 
predecessor for sending ’gray 
characters walking from airport 
to airport,’ a few months later 
showed himself to be even less 
sensitive,” Marie Seurat writes of 
Chirac in “The Crows of 
Aleppo,” a new paperback 
rapidly becoming a bestseller. ■ 

Coincidentally, former hos- 
tage Roger Auque stepped into 
the fray with another book, “A 
Hostage in Beirut,” which 
outraged the French left by say- 
ing many of those who held him 
captive for 319 days were Pales- 
tinians. 

“His claims to have been 
detained by Palestinians are har- 
dly convincing,” fumed Fran- 
co ise Chipaux. a reviewer for the 
pro-Sociaiist Le Monde news- 
paper. "All the evidence is that he 
was held at the instigation of 
Tehran." 


The books could pose ques- 
tions for Chirac and Mitterrand, 
both candidates in the presiden- 
tial election April 24. Any 
movement on the hostage issue 
would be useful for Chirac's shot 
at the presidency, political 
experts say. Mitterrand accuses 
Chirac of playing politics with 
the captives. 

The hostage issue is still very 
much alive. 

A shadowy emissary of the 
interior minister, former secret 
service agent Jean -Louis Mar- 
chiani, last week visited Leban- 
on’s Bekaa Valley as part of 
.ongoing negotiations with Iran 
for three remaining French hos- 
tages, journalist Jean-Paul Kauf- 
fman and diplomats Marcel Car- 
ton and Marcel Fontaine. 

“If you want the hostages to be 
freed, I only can advise you not to 
talk about them,” Interior Mini- 
.ster Charles Pasque told repor- 
ters Tuesday. 

Pro-Iranian Islamic Jihad 
gunmen kidnapped Seurat's hus- 
band Michel, a brilliant oriental- 
ist, on West Beirut’s Airport 
Road May 22, 1 985. On March 5 
the next year they announced his 
“execution.” 

The French government never 
acknowledged his death, which 
followed the expulsion of two 


Iraqi dissidents from Paris to 
Baghdad. Marie Seurat learned 
of her husband* s fate by chance. 

“A technical adviser who was 
mixed up in the negotiations con- 
fided in a personal capacity that 
my husband died at the end of 
1985, that his corpse is lying in 
the cemetery of Raoudal-Al- 
Chahidayn (in Beirut’s southern 
suburbs) but that the French 
Foreign Ministry refused to 
repatriate him as proposed.” she 
writes. 

“I have never understood the 
attitude of the French officials 
with whom I had contact, from 
the head of state right down to 
the most modest diplomat 

“I was not asking them to 
make an act of contribution for 
his kidnapping or his death,” she 
explained. “He was a volunteer 
for a dangerous post I only 
hoped that they could have done 
more to try and save him. Was 
that too much to ask?” 

French media of all political 
shades refrained from publishing 
Seurat's account of an audience 
in which Mitterrand “welcomed 
us and installed himself on his 
sofa-throne and flashed an icy 
smile.” 

“You know madame,” she 
quotes him saying. “I am not at 
all in favour of the arms sold to 


Iraq. I am only fulfilling con- 
tracts arranged before me by the 
right” Yet France remains a 
major supplier of weapons to 
Iraq. 

No group claimed respon- 
sibility for Auque’s abduction. 
He was released Nov 27 with 
television crewman Jean-Loiris 
Norm an din who was held by the 
“Revolutionary Justice Organ- 
isation.” 

Auque was chained up in the 
same west Beirut apartment 
room as South Korean diplomat 
Chae Sueng Do. Do’s kidnap 
was claimed by the" Revolution- 
ary Cells.” Church of England 
hostage negotiator Terry Waite 
was in a room across the 
corridor. 

Do “one day even heard the 
kidnappers dictating a letter to 
an American hostage to demand, 
among other things, the withdr- 
awal of Israeli forces from south- 
ern Lebanon.” Auque writes. 

Auque, a freelance journalist, 
stopped short of accusing Pales- 
tinian groups of organising his 
kidnap. He contended Palestin- 
ian and Lebanese jailers alike 
worked for one global pro- Iran- 
ian “Kidnap Inc.” organisation 
using different names to master- 
mind all abductions of foreig- 
ners.

WASHINGTON, (AP): In a 
simpler time, when the United 
States was better able to throw its 
weight around, it took little more 
than asnap of a finger in Washin- 
gton to bring’ down a Central 
American strongman who ran 
afoul of American interests. 

But those days are gone, as 
President Ronald Reagan's 
administration is finding in its 
efforts to depose Panama's Man- 
uel Antonio Noriega. The gen- 
eral's resilience in the face of 
relentless US pressure has caused 
surprise and anguish and even a 
degree of grudging admiration in 
Washington. 

As yet. there is still no happy 
ending to the crisis in sight. And 
as a result, the Reagan adminis- 
tration has been getting it from 
all sides. 

Some criticise it for cooperat- 
ing with Noriega for so long des- 
pite suspicions of his 
involvement in drug trafficking. 

Others say it has not gone far 
enough since breaking with him 
to force his ouster, while still oth- 
ers maintain that administration 
policies are misguided because 


they have harmed the Panaman- 
ian people more than Noriega. 

Among other measures, the 
administration has blocked Pan- 
amanian access to $50 million in 
official Panamanian funds on 
deposit in American banks and 
suspended payments for canal- 
related services. 

This has contributed to a fin- 
ancial collapse in Panama that, 
in turn, has led to widespread 
deprivation. Noriega has sought 
to portray the crisis as the 
product of American interven- 
tionism while the United States 
insists that Noriega himself is 
responsible through actions that 
have led to deep alienation 
among Panamanians. 

Protect 

The administration's latest 
tactic is to try tocreatedissension 
in the Panamanian defence for- 
ces, which Noriega heads. The 
administration believes that the 
more the defence forces think the 
United States may resort to 
military intervention, the more 
likely they will be to turn against 
Noriega and force him into exile. 

This explains why the adminis- 
tration has refused to foreclose, 
publicly at least, the option of 


military intervention. It also was 
probably acontributingfactor to 
the administration’s decision to 
send 2, 1 00 military forces to Pan- 
ama over the past week. 

The administration insists that 
the troops are being Sent to 
protect American citizens and 
interests in Panama and for 
routine training exercises. The 
troop deployment has nothing to 
do with Noriega, the Pentagon 
insists. 

Still, US officials would not be 
unhappy if the arrival of all these 
American soldiers generates 
nervousness within the Pan- 
amanian military. 

“There are only a few 
thousand members of the PDF 
who are supposedly battle- 
trained.” said one official, insist- 
ing on anonymity. “They are not 
eager to take on the American 
military. They might conclude 
that their best hope of avoiding 
that possibility is to get rid of 
Noriega.” 

Noriega's staying power con- 
trasts with the way things used to 
be in the Caribbean. In 1903. 
when Panama was a part of 
Colombia, the combination of a 
few hired hands sent to stir up 


trouble in Panama City and the 
deployment of American naval 
forces offshore led to Panama’s 
secession from Colombia. 
Almost without effort, a new 
nation was created. 

The United States promptly 
recognised the fledgling state 
and. within two weeks. Panama 
signed a treaty giving the United 
States the perpetual right to a 
canal zone and the authority to 
build a transoceanic waterway. 

It was easier to get things done 
in those days but the’ United 
States is now paying for the 
heavy-handedness of that era. As 
evidence, no Latin American 
country has voiced support for 
current administration policy 
toward Panama because each is 
worrieditmaysomeday bca US 
target if it does something to dis- 
please Washington. 

Six weeks after the crisis erup- 
ted. no quick solution is 
apparent. The Reagan adminis- 
tration could increase the pres- 
sure on Noriega by imposing a 
total trade embargo against Pan- 
ama but many officials fear that, 
as before, the primary victims of 
such a stratgegy would be Pan- 
amanians and not Noriega.

Sheikh Sabah called the 
hijackers “outlaws" and “mur- 
derers”, describing the incident is 
a case of terrorism and a h nma n 
tragedy." 

He said: “Kuwait’s position is 
unshakable.

Sheikh Sabah said Kuwait 
would deal firmly with the 
hijackers and would ask for their 
extradition to Kuwait after the 
“safe return of the passengers.” 

Request 

“They (hijackers) have killed 
Kuwaitis on a Kuwaiti airliner. 
We will certainly request their 
extradition." 

He said terrorists . are not 
“Muslims, Christians or even 
Jews. They are murderers.” 

Commenting on the members 
of the A1 Sabah family held hos- 
tage on the airliner, he said: “We 
are all equal. Kuwaitis are a big 
family. There are no elites and 
there is no difference between 
any Kuwaitis.” 

HH the Amir of Kuwait, clos-

It also emphas- 
ised the need for economic recon- 
struction of Afghanistan. 


The OIC would follow up a 
recommendation and form a 
five-member committee to 
review security measures in 
Islamic states. 

On the problem of Muslim 
minorities, it expressed concern 
at the plight of the Turkish 
Muslim minority in Bulgaria. 

Closer cooperation in the 
fields of science and technology 
was stressed saying that it would 
lead to progress and develop- 
ment. 

A meeting of the information 
ministers will be held in Riyadh 
in December this year to review 
the need for practical measures 
to enhance social and cultural 
ties. 

Turkish President Kenan 
Evrcn said the OIC foDow-up 
meeting was a “timely initiative" 
to review the decisions adopted 
at the fifth summit.

“The hijackers say that if you 
don't give us fuel they will lull all 
the passengers. Please listen to 
this and greetings to my family.” 

The hijackers are demanding 
Kuwait release 17 pro-Iranian 
terrorists, three of them senten- 
ced to death, convicted in 1984 
for bombing the US and French 
embassies in Kuwait the 
previous December. 

But sources close to the 
negotiations said the hijackers 
today modified their demand by 
asking for the three men condem- 
ned to death to be freed. 

Kuwait, which has repeatedly 
refused to free anyone, apparen- 
tly rejected that. 

The plane was hijacked on 
Tuesday with 1 12 people aboard 
on a flight from Bangkok to 
Kuwait and forced down in 
Mashhad, northeast Iran, where 
57 people were freed. 

Another captive, an ailing 32- 
: year-old Kuwaiti, was freed in 
Larnaca on Saturday, apparen- 
tly after PLO intervention. 

The hijackers' reference to a 
“neutral country” today was the 
first time since landing at Lar- 
naca that they have given any 
inkling of where they want to fly 
if they get the fuel they demand. 


They did not name any coun- 
try. But a Kuwaiti daily reported 
that Algerian officials have 
become involved in the negotia- 
tions. 

On Sunday, the hijackers 
threatened to take off and force 
the pilot to crash the jumbo jet 
into the royal palace in Kuwait 
city. But they did not say how 
they would do that without being 
refuelled fico. 

The US government expressed 
firm support today for the refusal 
by Cypriot officials to comply 
with a demand by the hijackers of 
a Kuwait Airways jet that the 
aircraft be refuelled.

Stale Department spokesman 
Charles Redman also said the 
United States supports Kuwait's 
decision not to abide by the 
hijackers' demand for the release 
of 17 convicted terrorists in that 
country.

He added that the United 
States is “appalled at the cold- 
blooded murder of two innocent 
hostages” aboard the aircraft.

UK, France to help

France and Britain will finance 
Jordan's planned purchases of 
French Mirage and British Tor- 
nado combat aircraft.

Arab summit to be held in June 


TUNIS, April 1 1 .(Reuter): Arab 
slates have decided to hold an 
emergency summit in the first 
week of June, resisting calls for 
an earlier meeting as the US pres- 
ses on with a faltering Middle 
East peace initiative. 

The summit in Algiers to 
review support for a Palestinian 
uprising in Israeli-occupied 
territories was announced after a 
six-monthly foreign ministers' 
meeting of the 21 -member Arab 
League here yesterday. 

Arab League members includ- 


ing the PLO. anxious to coordin- 
ate top-level Arab backing for 
the four-month-old uprising in 
the West Bank and Gaza, bad 
pressed for a summit this month. 

But most League members, 
meeting after US Secretary of 
State George Shultz's second 
Middle East tour in a month 
failed to produce a breakth- 
rough. decided to bide their time. 

Algeria, which called a month 
ago for the summit, is charged 
with arranging a precise date for 
it. The summit will now fall after 


the Muslim fasting month of 
Ramadan starting in a week's 
time.

India raps Pakistan on nuclear build-up 


NEW DELHI, April 11, 
(Reuter): India accused Pakistan 
today of undermining south 
Asian security by seeking to 
build nuclear weapons and 
increase military links with the 
United States. , 

“Pakistan’s weapons-onented 
nuclear programme and its quest 
for sophisticated weapons has 
led toseriousdeterioration of the 

security environment in the 
region,” the Defence Ministry’s 


1987/88 report to Parliament 
said. 

Islamabad says it nuclear 
programme is peaceful. India 
exploded a nuclear device in 
1974. 

The report attacked Washing- 
ton for going ahead with a S4 
billion economic and military aid 
package to Islamabad despite 
"further proof becoming availa- 
ble of Pakistan’s single-minded 
quest for nuclear weapons.” 


"Quite apparently, the USA’s 
non-proUferation concerns have 
yielded place to the need for 
ensuring Pakistan's continuing 
as a strategic ally," the 130-page 
report said. 

Pakistan insists its nuclear 
programme is entirely peaceful 
and non-military but many Wes- 
tern officials and independent 
scientists say it is trying illegally 
to acquire foreign technology to 
enrich uranium. 


Besides "a sizeable quan- 
titative increase in its armed For- 
ces. Pakistan has been seeking to 
gain a technological edge over 
India by acquiring sophisticated 
weapons systems.” the report 
said. 

“Not only have these develop- 
ments led to a serious deteriora- 
tion of our security environment 
buy they also tended to prompt 
the diversion of scarce resources 
from development to defence.” 


Iranians vow to demonstrate during haj 


NICOSIA, April 11. (Reuter): 
Iran's spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini said today that Iran- 
ian haj pilgrims will demonstrate 
in Saudi Arabia this year, Tehran 
Radio reported. 

The radio said Khomeini told 
visiting haj officials: “God will- 
ing 1 50,000 pilgrims will go to haj 
from Iran this year. ... It is 
impossible that our pilgrims go 
to haj but not demonstrate 
against world arrogance.” 


More than 400 people, mostly 
Iranians, were killed in dashes 
during an Iranian-led demon- 
stration in Makkah last July. 

Iran said Saudi security forces 
had attacked peaceful demon- 
strators with firearms, but 
Riyadh blamed the violence on 
tbe Iranians. 

The Saudis warned they would 
prevent demonstrations during 
the Muslim pilgrimage this year. 

A Saudi minister last week 


announced quotas on pilgrims 
which would cut down the num- 
ber from Iran by two-thirds, to 
about 50.000. 

Tehran Radio, said Khomeini 
made the remarks to four Iranian 
haj officials who asked his opin- 
ion on the number of pilgrims 
and demonstrations jn this year's 
ceremonies, 

Khomeini said Iranians would 
demonstrate against infidels, the 
United States and Israel.

Aged 38, she lives in a com- 
fortable apartment in a Thirties 
block overlooking Central 
Park, with her two-year-old 
son, Andrew. She was married 
to Basil Emnbiricos, the son of 
a Greek shipping family, in 
1985 and divorced a Sew mon- 
ths ago.

wrong person. “I’m sorry it 
ended the way it did, but it was 
the only way, and healthier for 
Andrew than living in a bad 
situation for his sake.”

When doctors diagnosed 
Alzheimer's disease. Princess 
Yasmrn was in Munich, 
auditioning for a conductor 
who offered her a job. “I had a 
great decision. To continue 
with my career or go home and 
take care of my mother. Really, 
there was no choice forme.” 

She settled her mother into 


“Sacrifice?” That's a big 
word and 1 don't relate to it.

She daps her hands delight- 
edly when I tell her about 
Cheryl Crane's revelation, in 
her autobiography, that when 
she told her mother that she felt 
she had been a lesbian since the 
age of six, Lana Turner cried 
with relief?

You mean it 
wasn’t my fault?” 

“Oh, I love iL I do feel very 
much you can't go on blaming 
your parents for who you are.

Do not commit yourself to a par- 
ticular line earlier than necessary. 
The more information you have 
about the hand, the more informed 
a decision you can reach. 

You have bid well to reach an 
excellent grand slam. After part- 
ner’s artificial and strong two-club 
opening bid, you made a waiting 
response and he showed a powerful 
balanced hand.

ABU DHABI, April II 
(Opecna): Unless more efforts 
are made to improve the agricul- 
ture sect or in the Arab world, the 
region may have to spend around 
$45 billion on food imports by 
the year 2000, more than double 
the current level of 20 billion, a 
report by the Arab League 
warns. 

It says that there is also a des- 
perate need for greater efforts to 
improve available agricultural 
techniques. 

The report, prepared in 
cooperation with the Arab Mon- 
etary Fund (AMF) and the 
Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (Oapec). 
also calls on Arab governments 
to adopt practical measures 
aimed at industrialisation and 
self-sufficiency in foodstuffs. 
Measures 

Deploring the protectionist 
measures by industrialised coun- 
tries, the report says only those 
nations benefited from the lower 
oil prices in 1986. 

The drop in commodity prices 
are accompanied by protection- 
ist policies in the industrialised 
countries which are not limited 
to tariffs, but include production 
and export subsidies as well, it 
says, adding that the impact of 
those measures are influencing 
;jbe ability of developing coun- 
tries to export their goods. 
r The report, made available to 
Opecna, notes that the flow of 
money . from advanced to 
developing countries in 1986 
were less than half the levels in 
1982. 

Lending 

The report says that this situa- 
tion was a result of the lower 
lending levels by Western coun- 
tries despi te a drop in prices of oil 
and other commodities. 

Despite a relatively healthy 
growth rate in non-oil sectors of 
toe Arab economies, the per 
capita income in real gross 
domestic products had been 
declining since the early 1 980s. 

The report attributes this prin- 
cipally to the growing import 
bills on foodstuffsand balance of 





payments deficits. 
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No plan to cut output, says Indonesia 

Opec’s moves boost oil prices 


LONDON, April 11. (Reuter): 
News that Opec is inviting seven 
producers from outside the 
organisation to talks on prop- 
ping up the oil market sent 
peLroleum prices sharply up 
today. 

Expectations that the move 
would lead to output cuts to mop 
up a prevailing glut sent North 
Sea Brent crude, a barometer of 
world trends, up to $16.60 a 
barrel for loading in June. 

That was a dollar above 
Friday and about $2 up on prices 
which applied before it was 
announced that Opec’s minis- 
terial pricing committee would 
meet in Vienna last Saturday. 

Talks 

It was this meeting which 
decided to ask the seven non- 
Opec sellers to join the commit- 
tee in further talks on April 23 
which would be followed by a 
session of all 13 Opec oil mini- 
sters. 

Later today, European spot 
prices eased to around $16.40. 


Traders said this followed 
remarks to reporters by Oil Mini- 
ster Ginanjar Kartasasmiia of 
Indonesia, who said Lhe pricing 
committee “decided it was not 
yet time for Opec countries to 
reduce production*’. 

Algeria’s Belkacem Nabi, 
another committee member, had 
said in Vienna yesterday that be 
definitely expected output cuts. 

Market 

Closer study of the Indonesia’s 
remarks, however, showed that 
he did, in fact, envisage measures 
to reduce world output or oil — 
and that, when he said it was not 
yet time to cut Opec production, 
he was referring to organisation- 
assigned production quotas and 
not to actual volume being pum- 
ped. 

He talked about taking 
700,000 to 800.000 barrels of 
crude oil a day off the world 
market which, if it could be 
achieved, would certainly tigh- 
ten the supply situation. 

It could be done, he said, by 


getting Opec members to abide 
strictly by their existing assigned 
quotas — some have been 
exceeding these — plus cuts by 
non-Opec sellers. 

Non-Opec developing coun- 
tries had added 500,000 barrels a 
day to world production between 
1987 and 1988, Ginandjar said. 

“It now appears at last that 
(non-Opec) producers are begin- 
ning to worry about price 
developments. They have 
offered to cut production. This 
offer is welcomed by Opec. And 
Opec will ask them what role they 
wilt play in stabilising prices.” 
“If we ask them to return to 
their production at the beginning 
of 1987. 500,000 barrels can be 
taken out of the market...” 

If, Ginanjar added, Opec then 
stuck to its quotas, that could 
take out a further 200,000 lo 

300.000 barrels daily and thus 
“we can reduce production by 

700.000 to 800,000 barrels". 
Opec has asked seven non- 

Opec nations which recently held 


talks on the oil market in London 
— Mexico. Egypt, China, 
Angola. Malaysia, Colombia 
and Oman — to meet the pricing 
committee in Vienna on April 23. 

Egyptian Oil Minister Abdel- 
Had! Kandeel said today: 
“Egypt is always ready to coor- 
dinate and cooperate with all oil 
producing countries within or 
outside Opec to achieve stability 
in oil markets.” Egypt convened 
the recent London talks. 

Caution 

Opec’s list excludes the United 
Slates, the Soviet Union, the big- 
gest producer, and North Sea 
settlers Britain and Norway. 

The United Slates and Britain 
oppose anything that smacks of 
manipulating markets, but Opec 
President Rilwanu Lukman has 
said Norway and the Soviet 
Union might be invited. 

Norway expressed caution 
over the planned Vienna talks 
but said Mexican officials had 
asked to visit Oslo this week. 


“We have no comment to 
make before we are invited and 
before we know what kind of 
Lalks they will be," Oil and 
Energy Minister Arne Oeien told 
Reuters. 

The Norwegians have already 
cut planned increases in output 
by 7.5 per cent in support of 
Opec, but senior government 
sources said they would decline 
an invitation to the Vienna talks 
if these aimed to fix a production 
policy. 

Meanwhile oil analysts said 
that of much more significance 
would be the attitude of Saudi 
Arabia, the biggest Opec seller. 

While ideological foe Iran 
favours cutting Opec quotas by 
five to 10 per cent, the Saudis 
have been cool to such cuts. 

But the formula mooted today 
by Indonesia’s minister — of 
combining stricter Opec disci- 
pline with cuts by non-Opec 
sellers — might . ifit could ever be 
implemented, commend itself to 
both Iranians and Saudis. 


Japan cuts trade surplus with US 


TOKYO, April 11, (Reuter): 
Japan said today it cut its trade 
surplus in March for the 11th 
straight month, but more impor- 
tantly that it lopped more than 10 
per cent from its critical surplus 
with the United Slates. 

“The trade surplus is moving 
in a very desirable direction for 
Japan," said Toshiaki Kak- 
imoto, chief economist for 
Sumitomo Bank. 

Japan has been doing all it can 
to cut its surplus, but now the 
United States must do it part, he 
added. 

The government said its cus- 
toms-cleared trade with the rest 
of the world in March fell to 
$7.46 billion from $8.05 billion in 
the same month last year. The 
surplus in February was $5.24 
billion. 

But the nation's trade balance 
with the United States dropped 


to $3.4 billion from $3.79 billion 
a year earlier. Although exports 
to America increased 15.8 per 
cent to $7. 17 billion, imports sur- 
ged 55.8 per cent to 3.77 billion. 

Japan has been able to trim its 
trade surplus with Lhe United 
States each month since the 
beginning of this year. Japan 
reduced its bilateral surplus in 
January by 9j6 per cent and in 
February by 14.4 percent. . 

Impact 

The effects of the changes in 
the dollar-yen rates on the trade 
imbalance were slow to lake 
effect, but now it is starting to 
show, said Takashi Kiuchi, sen- 
ior economist for the long-term 
Credit Bank of Japan. 

“Ittook about 18 to 20 months 
for the impact to take place," he 
said. That is much longer than 
the effects of currency changes 
on trade for European or other 


nations, he added. 

“The reason is that Japanese 
firms have always emphasised 
long-term business relations and 
would do anything to keep the 
same volume of transactions 
with customers,” Kiuchi said. 

They continued to trim profit 
margins and even sell at a loss to 
keep business with their cus- 
tomers going, he said. 

But they have changed their 
stance and now are moving to 
establish m an ufac Luring plants 
abroad, where labour cosls are 
cheaper, instead of trying to 
produce goods at home, Kiuchi 
said. 

This trend will continue and 
Japanese companies are unlikely 
lo revert back to manufacturing 
more domestically, he said. 
“When Japanese firms move 
towards a new idea, they make 
that a long-term trend," he said. 


But even though Japan's trade 
surplus has been falling with the 
United States, Washington has 
not adequately reduced its trade 
deficit because it has allowed 
newly industrialised Asian and 
other countries to capture 
market share lost by Japanese 
manufacturers, economists said. 

Until the American trade 
figures improve, pressure will 
remain on Japan to further 
liberalise its market and import 
mord goods. Kakimoto said. 

However, some economists 
believe upward pressure on the 
yen may tone down now that 
there are clearer signs that yen- 
dollar rates are cutting Japan's 
trade surplus. 

“Further appreciation of the 
yen might not give that much 
more help in improving Japan's 
trade balance,” one bank econ- 
omist said. 


Seoul rewrites current 5-year economic plan 
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SANTIAGO, April 1 1, (Reuter): 
Flourishing world demand for 
fresh fruit is leaving a sweet taste 
in the mouth of Chilean farmers, 
who are earning hundreds of 
millions of dollars ~a year from 
exports. „ 

Chile has surged past com- 
petitors South Africa, Australia 
and neighbouring Argentina to 
become the leading supplier of 
fruit to consumers in North 
America and Europe during the 
northern hemisphere winter. 

Chilean fruit exports, prin- 
cipally grapes and apples, earned 
$500 million in 1987, around 10 
per cent of the country’s total 
export income and more than 25 
times the value of Chilean fruit 
shipments a little over a decade 
ago. 

“Chile is the leading exporter 
of fruit in the southern hemis- 
phere,” said Agriculture Mini- 
ster Jorge Prado Aranguiz, who 
predicted a further jump in sales 
to over $600 million this year. 

Success 

President Augusto Pinochet’s 
military government, preparing 
for a presidential plebescite later 
this year, in which Chileans will 
be asked lo accept or reject a 
candidate to be nominated by 
armed forces chiefs, holds up the 
fruit sector as an example of the 
success of its export-oriented 
economic policies. 

“Chile has many natural 
advantages, but a key factor has 
been the new mentality which 
says the country must export,’ 
said one foreign agriculture 
expert. 

The fruit-growing areas 
stretch over 750 miles ( 1 ,200 km) 
from the arid valleys of the 
southern Atacama desert — an 
area transformed by irrigation 
where high-quality grapes now 
grow — to the green agricultural 
heartland of central Chile. 

The climatic variations from 
north to south enable Chile to 
maintain production _ for six 
months of the year beginning in 
the summer in November, which 
corresponds to the start of winter 
in the northern hemisphere. 

Export . 

The country’s principal fruit 
export is grapes, which last year 
alone earned early $300 million. 

Over 75 per cent of the grapes 
are shipped to the United States, 
where Chile holds 25 per cent of 
the market, while Europeans are 
big buyers of Chilean apples ana 
other fruits. 

“The grapes are superb, at 
least as good in quality as those 
of California and they cost no 
more," the foreign specialist 
said. 


South Kofeane eonomyrs roaring ahead 


SEOUL, April 11, (Reuter): 
South Korea’s export-led econ- 
omy is roaring ahead so fast that 
Seoul has had to rewrite its 1987- 
1991 plan drastically to cope with 
the unexpected success, govern- 
ment officials said today. 

Economic Planning Board 
officials said the EPB had boos- 
ted its projections for gTOss 
national product (GNP) growth 
over the next three years to an 
annual average of 8.3 per cent 
from the originally forecast 7.2 
pci. 

Seoul is expected to continue 
to run a big current account sur- 
plus until at least 1991, they said. 

Attractive 

South Korea achieved double 
digit growth in 1986 and 1987, 
spurred by soaring exports of 
Hyundai cars. Samsung telev- 
isions, video recorders and a host 
of attractive textile products. 

Last year’s $9.8 billion current 
account surplus brought down a 
hail of criticism from the United 
States and Seoul's other main 


trading partners. 

Washington, angry at a 
bilateral trade gap of nearly $10 
billion, has been pressuring 
South Korea to open up its 
closely-guarded domestic 
market and to revalue the won. 

The national currency, which 
stood at 742.80 to the dollar 
today, has risen 6.66 per cent so 
far this year after gaining 8.72 per 
cent in 1 987. 

Targets 

The Seoul government is now 
predicting a current account sur- 
plus of about $7 billion this year, 
and the new planning targets 
revealed today project surpluses 
of $6.7 billion m 1989, and six 
billion in both 1990 and 1991. 
The original forecast was for a 
surplus of five billion in 1988.

Mexico ready 
to cut back 
oil production 

MEXICO CITY, April 11, 
(UPI): Mexico is willing to lower 
its oil production to bolster 
prices if Opec and other outside 
producers agree to restrain their 
output, sources from the Mex- 
ican Energy Ministry said yester- 
day. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Hisham Nazer met separately on 
Thursday in closed-door meet- 
ings with Mexican President 
Miguel De La Madrid and 
Energy Minister Fernando 
Hiriart to design strategies to 
stabilise the shaky world oil 
market. 

The sources said Mexico, 
which is not a member of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, is willing 
to cooperate fully with Opec and 
other independent producers to 
shore up oil prices.

' Robert Martinez. tin Energy

“It’s just speculation. We 
don’t know exactly what they did 
decide about reducing oil 
production and exports. Their 
meetings were extremely 
private," Martinez said. 



Chile gains new concessions 
from foreign creditor banks 

SANTIAGO, Chile, April J 1, ( AP): The government said yester- 
day that Chile gained new concessions, including an interest rate 
redaction worth $22 million a year, in a renegotiation of terms for 
foreign debt payments to commercial banks. Chief negotiator 
Hernan Somerville of the Central Bank told a news conference 
die accord, readied after two months of talks starting in January 
with the 12-bank steering committee in New York, is “very ■ 
satisfactory for the country." Somerville said the banks agreed to 
reduce the interest rate on an estimated S7.5 billion in medium- 
and long-term debt contracted before 1983 from one per cent over 
the average London Inter-Bank Rate (Libor) to 13/16 (thirteen 
sixteenths) of a per cent. In addition, be said, the interest rate on 
$3 billion of “new” debt, contracted after 1 983, was reduced from 
1 and 1/8 (one and one-eighth) per cent over the Libor to 7/8 
(seven-eighths) per cent. 

He said the new rates are similar to those granted recently to 
Latin America’s big debtor countries of Mexico, Brazil and 
Argentina and would save Chile $22 million in animal Interest 
payments. The central bank estimates Chile's total foreign debt 
at $18.9 billion, ami the country is paying about $400 million in 
interest payments. In March 1987, it rescheduled payment all 
medium- ami long-term debt, totalling about $15 billion. 

Somerville said that Chile is pressing for other concessions, - 
including an eventual return to the voluntary credit market now 
closed to Latin American debtor nations. As a first step, he said, it 
has proposed that the banks grant it access to 5500 mini on In new 
credit. He said that, since financing of tbe conn try's debt servicing 
for 1988 is already arranged, the proposal would be sought for 
1989 or later.

Yeutter regrets Japanese 
move on trade dispute 


WASHINGTON, April 11, 
CAP): Japan yesterday blocked a 
US request for creation of an 
international panel to resolve a 
dispute over beef and citrus 
imports, aod US Trade 
Representative Clayton Yeutter 
threatened retaliation. 

Yeutter also urged Japanese 
industrialists to use their political 
clout to block the protectionist 
measures for which Japan's far- 
mers are lobbying. 

“I regret the Japanese has 
blocked our request for the for- 
mation of an independent ... 
pane) to review Japan's beef and 
citrus quotas and other restric- 
tive practices,” Yeutter said in a 
statement issued by his office. 

Yeutter told National Public 
Radio, “if the intransigent 
attitude, that prevails in Japan at 
the moment on beef and citrus 
continues, we are clearly heading 
toward retaliation by the United 
States, and somebody- will pay 
the price." 

Producers 

“It may or may not be the 
Japanese agricultural producers, 
but someone will have to pay the 
price of retaliation.” he said. 

The Japanese move came on 
Friday in Geneva at a session of 
GATT, the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. 

_ The United States asked 
GATT to form a panel of 


independent experts to deter- 
mine whether the Japanese citrus 
and beefimport quotas were con- 
sistent with international trading 
laws. 

But the Japanese ambassador, 
Yoshio Hatano, rejected the 
panel, saying the dispute should 
be resolved in bilateral discus- 
sions. Since GATT council 
decisions are made by censensus, 
the US request was effectively 
rejected. 

Yeutter said the United States 
would continue to consult with 
Japan, but if a solution is not 
found in the coming weeks it wOl 
renew its request for an indepen- 
dent panel at the next GATT 
meeting on May 4.

Third World 
ministers meet 
to finalise 
trade accord 

BELGRADE, April 11, 
(Reuter): Ministers of Third 
World slates opened a three-day 
meeting here today to finalise 
and sign a multilateral accord on 
trade preferences and tariffs 
aimed at promoting commerce 
between developing countries. 

Delegations from more than 
60 members of the Group of 77 
are attending the meeting held 
under the auspices of the United 
Nations Conference on Trade 
and Development (Unctad). 
Twenty -three trade ministers 
were among officials present. 

In opening speeches, 
Yugoslav President Lazar Moj- 
sov and Unctad Secretary-Gen- : 
era! Kenneth Dadzie described 
the gathering as an historic event 
for the Third World. 

Accord 

Mojsov said the accord on a 
Global System of Trade 
Preferences (GSTP), which is 
. scheduled to be signed on Wed- 
nesday, “represents the first con- 
crete global agreement of a con- 
tractual nature among the 
developing countries. ” 

At a meeting of experts last 
week which preceded the minis- 
terial session, inore than 40 of the 
countries exchanged bilateral 
accords on trade tariffs and con- 
cessions — a prerequisite for 
joining the GSTP pact. 

Essential 

Dadzie said the GSTP“should 
form an essential element of a 
strategy Tor reactivation of 
growth and development in 
developing countries. ” 

Mojsov said the world econ- 
omy was dominated by what he 
called the egoistic interests of 
industrial nations, adding that 
developing countries were ham- 
pered by protectionist market 
policies, low prices of raw 
materials and heavy debts.

Tokyo and Bonn boost confidence 


WASHINGTON, April 11, 
(Reuter): Encouraging economic 
news from Japan and West Ger- 
many gave finance ministers a wel- 
come boost of confidence today 
before important talks on 
exchange rates and Third World 
debt. 

Japan reported a further drop 
in its huge trade surplus, while 
the West German government 
raised its forecast of economic 
growth this year to more than 
two percent. 

The two developments, alth- 
ough not dramatic, bolstered the 
conviction of top officials from 
the leading industrial nations 
that their economic policies were 
on the right track and they 
needed to launch no major 
initiatives when they gathered in 
Washington on Wednesday. 

Trend 

Finance ministers and central 
bank governors from the United 
States, West Germany, Japan, 
Britain, France, Canada and— 
Italy — known collectively at the 
Group of Seven — will review 
trends in the economy and 
currency markets since they 


pledged on December 22 to avert 
a further drop in the dollar. 

The Group of Seven will meet 
on the eve of the semi-annual 
meetings of the 151 member 
countries of the International 
Monetary Fund and World 
Bank. 

Officials said the latest 
evidence of gradual progress in 
easing the massive imbalances in 
world trade suggested the seven 
would decide there was no need 
to push the dollar lower to make 
US goods more competitive on 
world markets. 

Stability 

“The seven major industrial 
nations of the world obviously 
favour stability of exchange 
rates, and we're very pleased with 
the stability we've seen since 
December," US Treasury 
Secretary James Baker said in a 
television interview. 

The dollar has ranged between 
J .56 and 1.71 West German 
marks and between 120 and 132 
yen since December 22. 

In New York it rose slightly to 
1.6850 marks and 126.75 yen 
today as traders speculated that 


the Group of Seven would come 
out against a further decline in 
the currency. 

West German Finance Mini- 
ster Gerhard Stoltenberg said as 
much in a statement in Bonn 
before leaving for Washington. 

The G-7 was likely to reaffirm • 
December's agreement to 
■cooperatein stabilising exchange 
rates, he said. 

Forecast 

Stoltenberg also said that 
economic trends in thefirstquar- 
ter meant that his government's 
forecast of 1.5 to 2.0 per cent 
growth this year was too pes- 
simistic. 

“Now, primarily because of 
strong^ growth of private con- 
sumption, but also because of . 
positive developments in orders 
for manufactured goods in the 
first quarter of 1988, there is a 
growth trend of more than two 
per cent," he said. 

Although US officials 
privately wish that West Ger- 
many would' spur its economy 
further to .purchase more 
American goods, Stoltenberg’s 
statement was likely to head oft 


any public criticism this week of 
the Bonn government. 

Stoltenberg said it was of 
major importance for the world 
economy that the US trade gap 
was closing while the surpluses of 
Germany and other nations were 
starting to fail. 

The Japanese surplus narr- 
owed to $7.46 billion in March 
from 8.05 billion in March 1987, 
and a Finance Ministry official 
said rapidly increasing imports 
of manufactured goods augured 
further declines for at least the 
next six months: .... 

This will be the first meeting of 
the sqrcalled Group of Seven 
since last September. At the time, 
unity and international econ- 
omic cooperation were also the 
watchworas. 

But behind-the-scenes dis- 
agreements between the United 
Stares and West Germany over 
interest rates became public soon 
after the meeting, unnerving 
investors and, may believe, con- 
tributing to the Oct 19 stock 
market pojJapse. 

The market collapse served as 
a strong reminder to finance 


leaders of the dangers in dishar- 
mony and on Dec 22 they pled- 
ged to support the dollar at its 
current levels. Then then backed . 
that pledge up by intervening in 
currency markets. 

Since early this year, the dollar 
has stabilised and the top indus- 
trial countries are expected to 
pledge anew this week to support 
that stability. 

Baker ( is also likely to push 
again for the other countries to 
adopt his idea of using an index 
of commodity prices, including 
gold, as one of indicators the 
countries use to measure Lhe 
impact of their policies. 

But some have been skeptical, 
wondering if the proposal might 
be the first step to moving the. 
world back to a gold standard for 
currencies, something that was 
abandoned in 1973. 

Baker denies that, saying the 
commodity index would merely 
serve as a useful measure of 
inflationary press ures.

Sudan and 
Egypt sign 
trade 

agreement 


KHARTOUM, April 1 1 , (UPI): 
Sudan and Egypt have signed 
wide-ranging cooperation 
agreements, including trade and 
foreign policy coordination, a 
Sudanese diplomat said today. 

Sudan's Ambassador to 
Egypt, A1 Amin Abdul-Latif, 
said Prime Minister Sadiq Ei 
Mahdi and his Egyptian counter- 
part, Alek Sidki, signed the 
accords yesterday at the end of a 
two-day official visit by the 
Egyptian delegation. The Egyp- 
tian Premier, speaking at a news 
conference prior to his return to 
Cairo, described the agreements 
“as a turning point in the history 
of relations between the two 
countries." 

Abdul-Latif said the accords 
covered trade, industry, culture, 
information, agriculture, trans- 
portation. communications, 
higher education, health and 
combatting drought and deser- 
tification in both countries. He 
said a $225 million trade 
protocol and $80 million barter 
trade deal were signed. 

The two sides agreed to 
increase the capital of the Sudan- 
ese-Egyptian food security com- 

S any in Sudan to 22 million 
udanese pounds ($8 million) 
with a view to increasing cul- 
tivated area to 200,000 feddans 
by the year 1990. In the field of 
joint investment, Sudan and 
Egypt agreed to establish a £200 
million joint holdingcompany to 
undertake investment projects in 
the sphere of economic develop- 
ment in both countries. 

The agreements included arti- 
cles on foreign policy coordina- 
tion and on security that 
provided for exchange on infor- 
mation between the nations on 
drug smuggling and terrorism.

LUXEMBOURG, April 11, 
(AP): Research ministers of the 
European Economic Commun- 
' ity today agreed to spend almost 
$2 billion over the next five years 
on research in information tech- 
nology. 

The plan, called Esprit II, is 
designed to help European com- 
panies to compete against the 
United States and Japan. 

An EEC official said the 
programme, which involves 
some 5,500 researchers from 12 
EEC countries, represents about 
one-third of all European basic 
‘research in information tech- 
nology. 

Separately, the ministers 
approved a three-year advance 
information technology study 
programme to help rediioe road 
accidents. 

The EEC commission, which 
drew up the plan, said it hoped 
the $148 million programme will 
contribute to the development of 
“intelligent” European road 
transport infrastructures. 

The official said Esprit 
research has led to numerous 
technological achievements, 
including the development of 
T800, the most powerful chip on 
the market 

He said the current phase, 
which is to begin in late summer 
will continue to centre on 
microelectronics and informa- 
tion processing. 

Under EEC rules, the Com- 
munity contributes 50 per cent to 
the cost of each project, with the 
rest coming from the member 
states. . 

For the first time since 1984, 
when Esprit was launched, the 
Community will allow non- 
member countries, mainly from 
Scandinavia, to participate. 


Dollar rises and gold slightly lower 


LONDON, April 1 1, (AP): The 
US dollar rose against most 
major European currencies 
today before a meeting by fin- 
ance ministers from the seven 
major industrialised nations and 
the release of February US trade 
figures, later this week. 

Gold prices were slightly * 
lower. 

Foreign exchange traders said 
speculation thaL Wednesday's 
Group of Seven, or G-7, meeting 
would produce statements sup- 
porting the dollar inspired 
dealers to cover their positions 
and buy dollars. 

West German Finance Mini- 
ster Gerhard Stoltenberg said 
today that the G-7 meeting is 
likely to reaffirm last December's 
agreement on economic-policy 
cooperation and the stabilisation 
of exchange rates. 

Jittery 

“I think the market was a bit 
jittery” about the upcoming G-7 
meeting and Thursday’s release • 
of US tnade.defidl figures, said a 
London trader with a major US 
bank. 

There were reports in the 
market that the deficit would dip 
below $10 million, ^compared- • 


with $12.4 million in January. 

In Tokyo, the Stock market 
indicator surged to a new closing 
high today, while the US dollar 
auned ground in trading against 
the Japanese yen. 

On the Tokyo Slock 
Exchange, the Nikkei Average of 
225 selected issues, which shed a 
modest 20.33 points last Friday, 
gained 175.98 points, or 0.65 per 
cent, finishing the first day of the 
week at 26.924.87. 

Short 

The Nikkei's close today sur- 
passed the previous high set last 
Thursday when it closed at 
26,768.22. Monday's dose was 
278.44 points above its pre-crash 
best Ievelof 26,646,43, set the 
week before the worldwide stock 
market crash last October. 

“Boosted by the last week's 
advance on Wall Street, the Nik- 
kei Average wcnl.up to less than 
two points short of touching the 
27,000-point level,” said Fumi- 
hiko Morimoto of First Boston. 

The index reached 26,998.36 
points, the highest ever, at one 
time during the morning trade. 
Investors spread their, buying 
through most sectors amid snow-

said. The- .dollar's stability dis- 
pelled whatever doubts investors 
may have had about Tokyo 
slocks, they said. 

In the afternoon, however, 
Morimoto said concerns that the 
market was rising too high prom- 
pted profit-taking, and the sell- 
ing eased prices a little.

S. Korean aircraft industry enters world market 


SEOUL, April 11, (AP): South 
Korea's fledgling aircraft indus- 
try is aiming to swoop into the' 
world market with ambitious 
plans to develop airplanes, 
helicopters, engines and other 
components. 

The companies intend to 
follow the same strategy Korean 
automakers used to win major 
export markets by offering 
smaller, reliable products at- low 
cost 

“Nobody believed; a tLhe time 
that our cars would succeed in 
the world market," said KimJae- 
Kyiuxg, a project manager of the 
aircraft division at Korean Air 
(KAL). “We hope that in the 
same way, in 10 years or so, we 
can make an impact on the inter- 
national market with small air- 
craft and helicopters.” 

Needs 

The aircraft indus Lry so far has 
been concerned primarily with 
meeting the country's defence 
needs. The government has stres- 
sed building up the defence 
industry because of the possible 
threat from Communist North 
Kora and to reduce dependence 
on foreign suppliers of military - 
aircraft and helicopters, mainly 
from the United States. 

But aircraft companies, con- 
fident after several collaborative 
ventures and growing expertise, 
say they are ready to start bran- 
ching more into civil aviation. 

KAL, Daewoo Heavy Indus- 
tries and Samsung Corp. are bas- 
ing their strategy on finding 
export markets for small aircraft 


and plane components, par- 
ticularly in developing nations 
unable to afford expensive Wes- 
tern aircraft.

- - KAL, like the other two major 
Korean aircraft companies, has 
expanded technical ties with 
major US aircraft manufacturers 
ana assembles a Korean variant 
of the American F-5 jet fighter. 

It plans to fabricate Sikorsky's 
UH-60 Blackhawk helicopters, 
improved 500MD versions and 
light aircraft by the mid- 1990s. 

Daewoo started fabricating F- 
16 jet fighter parts for General 
Dynamics in 1984 and started 


supplying aircraft parts for Boe- 
ing in 1986. This year, it began 
assembling Sikorsky helicopters 
and supplying missile and bomb 
pylons for British aircraft's 
Hawk military aircraft. 

“We have made considerable

The US 
price for the Aocord Coupe is 
about $1 5,000; its price in Japan 
hasn’t been announced.

Lyle wins Masters on final hole 


AUGUSTA. GA., April 11, 
.Sandy Lyle made a 
bn Ilian l birdie on the final hole 
yesterday to win the 1988 Mas- 
ters by a single shot and become 
the tournament’s first British 
champion. 

Lyle, the 1985 British Open 
champion, won his second major 
title when he pul his approach 
shot from a fairway bunker on 
the 405-yard 1 8th hole about six 
feet from the flagstick and calmly 
sank the putt to edge American 
Mark Caicavecchia. 

The 30-year-old Briton, only 
the fourth foreigner to win the 
Masters, finished with a final 
round of one-under-par 71 for a 
72-hole total of 28 1 , seven under 
par. 

Looked 

Caicavecchia, playing in only 
his second Masters, shot a two- 
undef-par 70and looked like the 
winner until Lyle’s heroics on the 
last hole. 

Caicavecchia, who started the 
day two strokes behind third- 
round leader Lyle, took the lead 
with a birdie on the 1 5th hole 
after Lyle lost three strokes on

the 1 1th at)d 12th. 

However. Lyle gained a lie — 
and set himself up for victory — 
with an impressive birdie on the 
170-yard 1 6th hole. 

Lyle had enjoyed a three- 
stroke lead going into the final 
nine holes but momentarily fal- 
tered at the Augusta National 
Golf Club's famous ‘Amen cor- 
ner.’ 


First he bogeyed the 455-yard 
Jlth bole and then double bog- 
feyed the 155-yard 12th, where 
his tee shot rolled back into Rea's 
Creek after hitting the hill in 
front of the green. 

Former champion Craig 
SladJer, who made a strong bid 
for his second green jacket with a 
final-round 68, was alone at 283. 

Staiderdropped out of a tie for 


the lead when he bogeyed the 
500-yard 1 5th and just missed a 
birdie putt on 1 S. 

Ben Crenshaw, the 1984 win- 
ner here, matched par in the final 
round and finished alone at 2S4. 
three behind Lyle. 

Greg Norman, a disappoint- 
ing second here the last two 
years, made an amazing charge 
for the lead, shooting an eight- 
under-par 64 — one shot off the 
course record. But he had started 
too far behind the leader. 

Norman, the 1986 British 
Open champion, who said he 
started out hoping to shoot 62, 
matched the course record of 30 
for the front nine, but be could 
make only two more birdies com- 
ing in and wound up at 285, three 
shots off the pace. 

That left him tied with 
Americans Don Pooley, who 
started off the day with three 
straight birdies and shot 70, and 
Fred Couples, who had a 71 . 

David Frost of South Africa 
also fired a 68 and he wound up 
alone at 286. 

Two former champions, Tom 
Watson and Bernhard Langer of 


West Germany, were the only 
others layers to complete the four 
rounds under par. 

Watson, winner of eight major 
championships, including two, 
Masters, shot71 for his 287 total 
while Langer carded a 73. 

Seve BaTesteros of Spain, who 
was favoured to win his third 
Masters, could do no better t han 
73 and finished at level par 288 
along with veterans Lanny 
Wadkins and Raymond Floyd. 

Nick Price of South Africa, 
whose course record of 63 was 
threatened by Norman, shot an 
impressive 66 but that left him at 
289 with American DougTewell, 
who went- one over par for the 
day. 

South African Mark McNulty 
matched par 72 and finished tied 
at 290 with former champion 
Fuzzy Zoeller, who closed with a 
76, and Dan Pohl, who shot 73. 

Lyle, who won the Greater 
Greensboro Open lat week and 
the Phoenix Open in January, 
joined Baiesteros. Langer and 
South AFrican Gary Player as 
the only Masters champions 
from overseas.

Celtics 117, 76ers 108 

Larry Bird scored 28 points 
and Kevin McHale had 24 as the 
Boston Celtics defeated the 
Philadelphia 76ers 1 17-108, mat- 
ching their longest winning 
streak of the NBA season at 
seven. 

Boston held the sixers without 
a field goal for 8:25 in the third 
quarter as Philadelphia lost its 
fourth straight, all at home, the 
first time the 76ers have lost four 
in a row at home since March 
1974. 

Robert Parrish scored 22 as all 
five starters finished in double 
figures for the Celtics, who led

‘*1 was not happy with the way 
I played.” said Sabatini, who had 
beaten Navratilova two of the 
last four times they played. 

“I did not serve very well, and I 
was a little bit slow in the first

Navratilova has now won four 
of five tournaments this year and 
today began her sixth, at Amelia 
Island, where she will undoub- 
tedly be seeded to face top-ran- 
ked Graf in the final.
